Wolford, night jailer for 
the Pickaway County She riffs De­ 
partment for the last two years, 
has resigned his post here 
W o l f o r d indicated that his 
main reasons for quitting were 
based on the small amount 
of 
pay and long hours required to 
work. 
Wolford, who e a r n e d $240 a 
month 
as jailer, 
said 
he 
was 
forced to hold another job in or­ 
der to meet normal expenses. He 
also noted that the jailer job re­ 
quired much more than the 40- 
hour work week under which the 
job is listed. 
The jailer pointed out that many 
weeks he put in as many as 60 
working hours, while being 
paid 
for only 40. The sheriffs budget 
doe# 
not provide 
for 
overtime 
pay. 
WORKING two years without a 
paid vacation was another reason 
Wolford gave for the resignation. 
He said that last year when he did 
take some time off, he was forced 
to pay another man out of his own 
pocket to assume jail office duties 
during the absence. 
Wolford, who also was required 
to work outside the jail office dur­ 
ing emergencies, said that he did 
not feel safe when driving the de 
partm enfs two cruisers, both 
of 
which have over 80,000 miles on 
them. 
He emphasized that he liked the 
job of night jailer and that hts de­ 
parture came with deep regret. He 
praised Sheriff Charles 
H. 
Rad­ 
cliff, say mg that he was one 
of 
the finest employers he had ever 
worked under. 
The jailer ako expressed re­ 
gret that his fellow deputies are 
required to work long and 
de­ 
manding hours. Ile 
noted 
that 
outside deputies usually work 6# 
to HO hours a week, but still are 
paid for only 40 hours. 
Wolford indicated that this 
sit­ 
uation can only be corrected 
by 
hiring additional help to assist the 
new overworked staff. S h e r i f f 
Radcliff has made appeals to the 
Pickaway County Commissioners 
for additional help, but to date no 
action has 
been taken 
by 
the 
board. 
Commissioner Wayne Hines 
to­ 
day said that he is in favor of 
more help for the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment, if the money could be made 
available.

He ventured out only at night. 
When the doorbell rang, he ran 
to a cramped hiding place under 
a stairway with a fake step. 
The villagers saw almost noth­ 


ing 
of 
Powers 
but 
kept 
close 
track of each new baby with an 
English 
name—Dorothy, 
Tilly, 
Douglas, Harry and Freddy. 
The 
neighbors 
maintained 
a 
close mouthed silence in the pres­ 
ence 
of outsiders. 
But 
Powers 
was his own undoing last March. 
Regional gendarmes investigat­ 
ing a traffic accident in front of 
the house noticed Powers peeping 
through the front window curtains. 
They questioned him as the only 
witness, and hit furtive behavior 
aroused suspicion. 
Investigation turned up evidence 
that he was sought as a deserter. 
On March 22 he was taken and 
handed rn to a U. S. Army prison. 
Powers became a cause celebre 
in France, which overflows with 
sympathy for affairs of the heart.

HONOLULU (AP) — An atomic 
explosive was set oft nearly IOO 
miles high today by the United 
States, TTie test, carried out at 
Johnston Island in the 
Pacific, 
apparently was part of the effort 
to develop an antimissile missile. 
It was the first announced test 
of such a weapon. 
An official announcement by the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
Defense 
Department 
said 
only 
that a test detonation of a nuclear 
warhead 
in a 
missile occurred 
above the island, 700 miles south­ 
west of Honolulu. The Wast was 
described as part of this sum­ 
m ers nuclear weapons test series 
in the Pacific. 
However, first indications were 
that an Army Redstone ballistic 
missile was used to send the nu­ 
clear-loaded nose to an altitude 
approaching IOO miles. 
This is about the point to where 
the earth’s atmosphere disappears 
entirely and toe void of space be­ 
gins. 
TTie 
Army 
Redstone 
ballistic 
missile 
has 
a 
normal 
lateral 
range of about 200 miles. Fired 
almost straight up. the Redstone 
missile thus presumably could at­ 
tain a height of about IOO miles. 
The Redstone 
missile now is 
part 
of 
the 
Army’s 
standard 
equipment. 
It 
apparently 
was 
chosen for today’* experiment be­ 
cause of it# reliability in firing. 
The Redstone is a surface bom­ 
bardment type, and is not intend­ 
ed to he the eventual antimissile

chosen for test firings of defensive 
missiles armed with nuclear war­ 
head*.

At that time, a Genie Air Force 
missile, designed for air defense, 
was exploded at a height about 
three miles above the earth.

Another American .satellite — Explorer 
H i s hurtling through the

From the strictly scientific point of view, 
steady progress is being made.

City Mali Idea Gains 


Fort Worth, credited with the idea of 
traffic-free, center-citv areas, may not be 
the first big city to build such a “ shopper s 
paradise “ Downtown St. Paul may beat 
the Texas city to the wire, to become the 
first among major planners in diverting 
traffic from its city center and turning 
streets there into malls and landscaped 
gardens. 
The Minnesota city, latest to espouse the 
Ft. Worth idea, has ordered plans started 
for a full-scale undertaking. The ultimate 
aim of course, says Municipal News, or­ 
gan of the U. S, Conference of Mayors, is 
to win back shoppers from congestion-free 
shopping centers. The Texas plan provides 
for traffic flow between business areas but 
inside such centers pedestrians would be 
free of interference from cars and trucks. 
These would be parked around the edges. 
Trafficless city centers have been tried 
with general success by smaller communi­ 
ties. Now bigger cities, troubled with in- 
creasm g traffic and the flight of com­ 
m erce to more open areas, are considering 


so far ahead in the race to conquer space. 
Is the United States closing the g ap1' Out­ 
side of the new proven ability to put small 
satellites in orbit with modifications of ex­ 
isting rockets, there have been few indica­ 
tions of it. 
This is not to say that progress is not be­ 
ing made in the laboratories and in the in­ 
dustrial plants which are developing new' 
rockets and rocket fuels. There is reason to 
believe that this developmentpprogram is 
moving ahead with accelerated speed. 
But proven performance is what counts 
in a crisis, and so far performance has not 
given the free world reason to relax. When 
Khrushchev boasts, as he did in a recent 
note, that the Soviet Union leads the w'orld 
in missiles and in rockets, he may be tell­ 
ing the truth for a change, difficult as this 
is to believe. 
If this is so, there should be a hot sense 
of urgency breathing down the free world’s 
collective neck.

LOS ANGE I ES (AP)—Test pilot 
Al Blackburn sits strapped in the 
tiny cockpit, a jaunty smile cm his 
tanned face. 
He Is one of the first fliers to 
volunteer for a test that duplicates 
the same pressures he’d fed in a 
three stage rocket accelerating to 
18,000 rn p.h, 
His cockpit is in a laboratory at 
the University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia Medical School, in a cen­ 
trifuge — a machine whose 24- 
foot-long arm spins the pilot fast) 
enough to match the pressures of 
rocket flight. 
The experiment conduction Wed­ 
nesday, is to test human reaction 
— both mental and physical — to 
rocket flight pressures. 
Blackburn still smiles as the 


machine spins slowly in a circle, 
then picks up speed. 
The grin is strained, however, 
as the pressure mounts to 3 C’s, 
which means his normal 165 pound 
weight is, in effect, nearly 500 
pounds.
